In order to give a true Idea of the paft and prefent State 
of France, and to thew that her Power is far from being fo 
formidable as it was above threefcore Years ago, he takes 
a View of her under three different Periods of Time. 


I. From the Treaty of Vervints to the Treaty of Nimeguer, 
and fo on to the Commencement of the War in 1688", 
growing in Power by her Arms, her Policy, and her 
Trade. 

Il. From 1688 to 1714 exhaufting her Strength, and 
ruining her Commerce, thro’ the Courfe of two bloody and 
confuming Wars, with King Wiliam and Queen Anne, and 
their Allies. 

IH. {nthe laft Place, recovering from the Wounds fhe 
received in thefe two Wars, to her prefent State. 


If it be not foreign to my Parpofe, it would be too ex- 
tenfive for my Plan, to enter into the Detail he gives us un- 
der each of thefe Heads. A few of the moft ftriking Par- 
ticulars, as they are collected from his whole Work, are 
thefe that follow. 

That in the firft Period, from the Reign of Henry IV. 
downwards, France was continually increafing; firit, in 
her Manufaétures, and then in her Commerce and naval 
Power: That in her Manufactures, before the engaged in 
foreign Commerce, fhe had the Balance greatly in her 
Favour ; particularly from the Engi and Dutch, the firlt 
of whom took great Quantities of her Commodities for 
theit own Confumption, the latter to traffic with into other 
Nations: That when Colbert's Scheme of trading on French 
Bottoms, and raifing a Maritime Power, touk Effect, the 
Englife and Dutch were put upon feveral Manufaétures 
which they had not before thought of, and which flourifhed 
in their Hands, very much to the Alteration of the Ba- 
lance in their Favour: That Lewis XIV, in the Wanton- 
nefs of his Power, by banithing half a Million of induf- 
trious Proteftants, prepared other Memns for the Dimina- 
tion of his own Greatnefs, and tho’ the Efe& of thefe 
wrong Meafares was not immediately felt, they foon co- 
operated with other Caufes to produce that Period of Dif- 
trefs, which followed betwixt the Years 1688 and 1714. 

That in this Period, which was a continued Scene of 
War, except during the fhort Space betwixt the Peace of 
Ryfwick and the Controverfy for the Spani/b Succeffion, the 
Tzade and Commerce of France, and of courfe the Reve- 
noes, were continually—declining : That the Subjects of 
Frsace were diminifhed a Million and a half of her ablett 

Men, which added to the half Million baniffed for Reli- 
gion, made two Millions ; which occafioned a yet greater 
Decreafe in the Propagation of the human Species in France, 
in the Profits of Labour and Induftry, and in the Revenue 
atifing from the Confumption of the Necéffaties of Life : 
‘That there was, during this whole Period, a conftant An- 
ticipation of the Finances, and an annual Accumulation of 
national Debts: That in 1709, aceording to the Memorial 
of M.Defmaretz, the Eftimate for current Services amounted 
to near 11 Millions and a half Sterling, and the ordinary 
Revenue was then reduced to lefs than two Millions: In 








Wak, which they have agver fince reached, nor is it 
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fine, that Lewis XIV. died 170 Millions Sterling in Debt, 
which was 30 Millions more than the Fee-fimple of all his 
Revenues; which 30 Millions he wanted to make him 
worth juft nothing at all, or barely even with the World. 


That in the third Period, after the Regent had exhaufted 
all the Tricks of his Policy, by raifing and falling the 
current Coin; by inducing the People to talze Paper for their 
Money, and then deftroying the Value of that Paper ; that 
after all this, France was atually fo much in Debt, as to 
have a Rent of 51 Millions of Livres upon the Hote/ de 
Ville at Paris ; which Rent is only the Intereft of the faid 
Debt, and amounts to 2,1 25,000/. Sterling, at the prefent 
Value of Livres, or Intereft for 40,000000, 250,000 /. 
at the Rate of 5 per Cent, and above 53 Millions at 4 per 
Cent. And that this Debt remained at the Beginning of the 
laft War, over and above the Tontines, which fomewhat 
refemble the Life-Annuities in England. — All thefe Facts, 
the Author of the Pamphlet in queftion makes fo plain, that 
it is hardly poffible to difpute the Truth of them. 

The Reafon of this Abftraél is to fhew, that the Power of 
France, if properly dealt with, is not fo formidable as out 
Terrors are apt to reprefent it: That her Anticipations, 
when at War with Great Britain, have been as confiderable 
as thofe of Great Britain herfelf; and that her Lofs, in 
the Article of Trade and Commerce, is much larger than 
ours, becaufe of the great Superiority we maintain over her 
as a naval Power: That, finally, it was for want of con- 
ducting the laft War ina proper Manner,by more effectually 
cutting off her Refources, and inftead thereof putting the 
Iffue of all upon the Event of a few Campaigns on the 
Continent, where every Advantage is againft us, that we 
were at laft duped into the Perfuafion, that it was neceflary 
for us to fubmit to fuch a Peace as France would impofe. 
This was indeed plain from what happened in the laft Year 
of that War, when fome noble Efforts were made with our 
naval Power: But it is yet plainer from the Calculations 
and Conclufions above, and from other Particulars which 
T have yet to mention. 

Tho’ I do not know what Increafe was made, during the 
laft War, to the Debts of France; yet we may fairly con- 
clude, without being fufpetted of over-rating the Matters 
that.it was at leaft equal to the Increafe in England: And 
if we refle& on the Campaigns in German and Italy, in 
which France was in every refpect a great Sufferer ; exclu- 
five of thofe in the Netherlands, in which, tho’ fhe had the 
Advantage of us, that Advantage mutt be gained at a pro- 
digioas Expence ; it would be no improbable Conclufion 
if we reckoned her new Debts to be even greater than her 
oars. Her Trade, during the laft War, was brought to 
the Brink of Ruin ; whereas ours was a Gainer by it in 
many Articles: And from this Decay of Trade,” a Dimi- 
nution of the ordinary Revenue muft of courfe follow. 
Indeed, the Diftrefles of France, at the fame Time that fhe 
triumphed in the Impofition of her own Terms of Peace; 
were fo vifible, thas fhe found it in vain to attempt to con- 
ceal them even from her Enemies. 

There was a manifeft Want of the Male Species through- 
out the whole Kingdom: And yet fuch was the Scarcity of 
Provifions, that thofe who remained were in Danger of 
ftarving. It is well known, that they were obliged to feel

It may be faid, thagthe Frexch King can when be plea 
pry off his Debts, being abfolute Matter of the Properties

his unlimited Power, has been often reminded by his Par- 
liament (which hath fill the Privilege to rem¢ nitrate, tho 
not to withhold what is peremptoriiy demanded) that the 
Abilizies of the Subject mutt fet Pounds to the mott defpotic 
Prince, and thatthe mott loyal People may be made defpe- 
rate by Oppreffion, “Such ixpreiiions as thefe, and even 


ftromser than thefe, have of late Years been frequently 
offered from the Parliament of Paris to the Throne, and 
heard without Refentment; tho’ perhaps in fome other 
Countrics, where Liberty 1s the favourite Boait, they 
would have been interpreted the Marks of Difaffetion, 
In fad, the exorbitant Expences of Lewis XIV. and the 
difhoneit Schemes of the Duke of Or/eans to cancel the 


Fficels of them, have made fuch an Impreffion in France, 
that more Punctuality in the Crown is requifite to preterve 
the Credit of it. Accordingly we find that the French 


Coin, for near thirty Years pait, has born a certain Value, 
and that the Annuities on the Town houle at Paris have 
been paid as regularly as the Intereft of the public Debts tn 
England. , 

‘And the Difficulties which the French Minifiry are at 
prefent under, to make good all their Matter’s Engage- 
ments with Honour, is manifelt from their Continuance of 
feveral extraordinary Taxes, which were levied during the 
War on the Pretence of that only, with a Promife that they 
fhould expire immediately upon the Conclufion of a Peace. 
This Stretch of the Prerogative (which by the way does 
no more than a Houfe of Commons can at any Time do) 
and the Hardfhips the People fuffer from it, is fet forth in 
the molt lively Colours in the laf Remonitrance, which 
the Parliament of Paris prefented but a few Weeks ago to 
their Sovercign. In fuch a Reprefentation we can fufpect no 
Fallacy, fince it would be dangerous and wealk, as well as 
unworthy fo learned a Body of Men, to attempt to impofe_ 
one upon the Royal Perfon. I have not Room to make 
any Extradts from it, which otherwife I fhould be inclined 
todo: But my Readers may be affured in general, that it 
tends to fupport the Thefis of the Author I have been 
abridging, and to fhew that France is as much worlted by 
the laft War as Great Britain, tho’ the latter has made an 
Increafe of 30 Millions to her former Debt. 

And the Inference I would make from this Dilcovery is, 
that tho’ we have been frightened into an —famous Peace, 
we ought not ftill to be frightened out of our Wits at every 
Menace offered by a French Minifter, or cajoled out of 
our Reafon by every foothing Promife made at Ver/ailles, 
We ought to infilt, in every controverted Matter, upon 
thofe Rights which are clearly ours, without the leaft 
Dread of French Refentqent for our Inflexibility. They 
will not be forward to fhew that Refentment further than 
in Words, if they fee us forward to vindicate our Claim in 
the Way of our natural Strength, by a maritime Force, 
without engaging in fruitlefs and expenfive Alliances on 
the Continent. Let us not fuffer either Nowa Scotia to be 
contracted, or the dilputed Caribbee Iflands to become 
French, inttead of Engi, or of remaining neutral !
